NEW YORK, February 2.—The Trib- 


une's Washington »p»cml says: Ths 
Democratic members of the Sub-Corn- 
mitte, on Ways and Means, Messre. 
Morrison anclBreckiniidgsof Ksntucky, 
huve agreed to leport to the full com- 
mittee a joint resolution mstrnctisg the 
Secretary ol the Treasury to call in and 
redeem interest-bearing bonds of the 
United States to the talus of $10,000,- 
000 each month until tbe surplus cash 
in th« treasury shall be reduced to 
§100,000,000, tbe amount set asida by 
law as a greenback lescrve. The Re- 
publican member of the Sub-Committee, 
Judge K*lley, b»b not been consulted m 
regard to the matter, but tbe resolution 
will be bubrniited to him. The Sub- 
committee expect that be will concur 
with them. Th» resolution does not 
sp*fi(y whnt kind of money fhkll be 
ni>ed for the redemption of the bonds. 
It will be supported by all tae Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and M»»ns 
Committee with (he possibla exception 
of Hewitt, though some of th* silver 
men believe b» will rots for it. In 
either case it will bu f.ivoinbly reported 
to the House.

While no formal discussion of the 


tanff bus beeu bad by the Ways and 
Means Committue o! the House, mem- 
bers of that body hare l/teu quietly 
talkirg the question over nmoug them- 
selves, nud DHTO also soujht to sound 
other unnib'rs upon the subject to 
ascertain the temper of the House.

Ooean had affected the Central Pacific 
passenger and general trans-continental 
business, the Sonalor said. "Yes, v?ry 
much indeed. The business across the 
continent does not give us much con- 
cern. The Central Pacific has becom* 
a California railroad in the main. For 
some little while we did have pretty 
much the whole business across tbe 
country. All wns bubject, however, to 
the competition of tbe steamship route 
by the Isthmus of Panama. Now there 
are to the Pacific Ocean, the Southern 
Pacific, Atlantic and Pacific, Northern 
Pacific and C median Pacific. 
There 


ore at least four other roads dividing 
the business. The Atlantic and Pacific 
has its agents in San Francisco solicit 
ing through business on the same terms 
with ourselves. You take u train to or 
from California and yon will be apt to 
find a good many empty seats, where 
some years ago the trains ran evenly 
full." 
j " Is the destiny o! Sun Francisco anc 
California as apparent now us it &*emec 
to you twenty years ago' " 


"I 
think it is. Ban Francisco has 


about 300,000 Inhabitants. This is an 
exceedingly larg* city for the time the 
Americans have possessed it. 
Cahfor 


ma has a bteudy gicwth, and, comparec 
to most other platen, remarkable. Tbe 
agriculture of the country is coming 
forward, and it much surpasses tbe bee 
in th* older States. The mining devel 
opment of the State is not as sporific as 
it was, bnt it is very large. The gold 
yield aggregates well. I have owned 
some mines, and in one of them we 
make it profitable when we ge$4 worth 
of metal out of a ton of a quartz. 
In 


deed, quartz mining is probably in a 
better condition in California than 
has be*n for a good while. The grea 
interest of the New West, exceptin 
California and Utah, is, first, the mines 
and neit, the cattle. Now, in Califor 
nia we find more than 125,000 peison 
engaged in agriculture, and that is 
larger proportion than anywher* wca 
of the Kooky Mountains, possibly ex 
ceptiog Utah. Hence the mining inter 
est is important, and should be sap 
ported. Th»t is why upon, the silve 
question I am for tbe continued coinag 
of bilver. There is no sufficient reason 
in ^ood morals or political economy i 
discontinue it at tbe expense of the in 
dustiy engaged in it. Suppose we ha 
beeu coining $25,000,000 of silver pe 
ai.nom for years before our civil war 
aud it had b«en disbursed among ou 
people, do yon suppoae that there woul 
have been such & depreciation of cur 
rency as bappentd with paper? 
might have be*n disparaged some what 
but as a large portion of the world ha 
always used it, and aUajs will, th* de- 
preciation would have beeu compara 
lively small. In the Pacific States w 
maintained gold and silver as our cur 
rency daring the war, but if we had nn 
dertaken to demonetize silver at tha ex 
pause of gold public tradition woul 
have repudia'ed us. We mnnnfacturec 
in the rest of tu» country paper money 
and pat the Government stump on i 
and it sunk in value until it won no 
worth half the promise on its foe*, 
silver was depreciated twenty per c*n 
it still should have a ranch greater pn 
chasing powrr than greenbacks gav 
us. Therefore, I say, that if you com 
silver and let it remain among the peo- 
ple of onr country, as it generally will, 
you are provided in lime of panic or 
battle with money that will not depre- 
ciate beyond aceriain point."
